Raising Seedlings. 


ANY kinds of plants suitable for greenhouse and 
window decoration are raised from seeds, but they 
mast be sown in a proper manner. Such plants 
include balsams, begonias, calceolarias (herb- 
aceous), cinerarias, cyclamens, Chinese primulas, 

gloxinias, and numerous others. The customary plan 
umong successful growers is to take a clean pan or 6-inch 
pot, and well drain it by placing one piece of pot over each 
hole, and then a layer of similar pieces on these, finishing 
with some finely sifted, sandy compost. Press the soil 
moderately firm, ard sprinkle a little silver sand on the 
surface. Then apply sufficient warm water through a fine- 
ro-e can to moisten the whole of the compost, and when 
the water has well drained away sow the seeds thinly and

evenly on the surface. When sown place a pane of glass 
on the pot or pan, and cover the glass with a piece of brown 
peper, removing both, however, immediately the seeds 

ave germinated. Cuttings may also be raised in such a 
pet or pan as shown in the Illustration. A shows the pot 
of cuttings placed in a larger pot. B a pane of glass, und 
C the moss which it is sometimes advisable to use. 


An Australian Method of Budding. 


The Market Gardexe:, a weekly publication to which e 
am indebted for many useful hints, gives interesting 
details of a simple and highly snecessful method of 
budding. The Australian grower who has been making 
experiments thus describes his procedure: I have « large 
peach tree on my place, measuring 23 in. in circumference 
at the base, and at 6 ft. from the ground 18} in. It is ten 
years old, and last year I experimented with it as follows : 
I sharpened a piece of bone to the shape of a pencil and 
fixed it in a handle, providing a tool like a large curpenter’s 
awl. (The handle of a tooth-brush will answer as well as 
anything, and by putting a handle on it may be driven with 
a hammer into the bark.) Bone will not * turn” the sap 
like steel or iron, After making a sufficient hole in the 
bark I insert the bud, and then tack a piece of leather on 
to keep it in its place, using upholsterers’ } in. gimp-pins, 
which, being enamelled, do not rust. Several buds were 
so treated, and when theyjswelled, the tacks were loosened 
£o that the leather could be removed easily. Wedge grafts 
of 6 in, were done in theosame way, but I found that on 
my tree the buds grew much more quickly and stronger 
than the grafts. I inserted eleven buds of three different 
varieties of the peach on this tree, and they are all bearing

were, and are, silky-plumaged fowls of other well-known 
varieties.

Langshans and Orpingtons have occasionally i a few 
specimens of these breeds sporting the silky umage. 


Silkies are quaint little fowls, and to be appreciated they 
must be known and kept. It is not a long while since they 
were introduced into England from Eastern Asia, yet they 
may now, as established here, be looked on as a hardy race. 
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that is, they will ley at all times of the year, and that 
regularly. ‘They do not, however, lay many eggs—seldom 
more than a dozen—before becoming broody, and the eggs 
are small; but it is as mothers that they chiefly excel. 
They will sit well wherever placed, and cover eleven of their 
own eggs or thirteen bantams’. They hardly ever crushan 
egg or a chicken, and remain longer with their broods than 
almost any other hens. They possess, in proportion to 
their size, more warmth than hens of other breeds, and they 
are%ery docile. Such good mothers are they that they will
